The "two RF chokes in series" thing was used quite a bit by 
Mackay 
Radio in their shipboard rigs as well. In fact one rig that used 
a 
4CX1500B in the Power amplifier, used three chokes in series. 
Two were single layer solenoid type chokes and one was the 
3 or 4 pie higher inductance type. The rig worked from 2-28 Mhz 
in the 2, 4, 6, 8, 12, 16, 22, 25 Mhz bands. Chokes were 
switched/shorted 
as required for the various bands in use. 


I have made quite a few single layer RF chokes that were 
successful 
in various rigs over the years. Frequently wound on plaini/2 or 
3/4" 
wood dowels! There are times when you have to make a space in 
the winding 
to avoid some unwanted resonance, a grid dipper is very handy 
here! 
Should be checked again when in the circuit, as stray 
capacitances 
will shift resonant points! When finished, a coat of "Q" dope 
will seal 
it well enough from moisture.

John Sehring, WBOEQG, wrote: 


>I once spoke to an OT who said he used to listen to old FM station from TN 
>& other states from NY. There are reports of hearing these stations in 
>Great Britain too. 


I am not sure, but I believe this may have been Bristol, VA / TN. The city 
straddles the state line with State Street being the equivalent of "Main 
Street". One side is VA and the other is TN, with two quite different tax 
rates. 


The station actually was located about 30 miles north of the city on 
Whitetop Mountain which is adjacent to Mount Rogers. I have been to the 
site, but only the tower foundation remains. The FAA took over the 
mountain top and has an air navigation site there now along with equipment 
for monitoring acid rain. The station was reputed to run over 100 KW and 
was heard over the entire east coast. I once considered using the mountain 
top as a Field Day site but the FAA radar equipment and such made HF far 
too noisy. The view from Whitetop is fantastic. 


Bristol has now been named the "official home" of country music. Notable 
performers from the area included the Carter Family, the Wisemans, Jimmy 
Rogers and "Tennessee" Ernie Ford. 

Early recordings and AM radio stations in the area predated Nashville by 
many years. I suspect if WWII had not come along and shut down the old FM 
band, Nashville might not be what it is today.
